Section  2.  General  Provisions  of  Health  Services. 

Public  Health  Officers.  There  was  no  change  in  your  Public  Health  Officers  during  the 

year.  Mr.W.  J.Rees  remained  as  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Mr,R.Taylor  as  your  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were  available  at 

Cardiff,  Newport,  Carmarthen,  Swansea,  Aberystwyth  and 
Brecon.  Water  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  vfoilst 
ary  investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  was  performed  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff.  All  the  milk  sampling  including  the  milk 
examined  for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  was  done  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Cardiff. 

Nursing  Facilities.  The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  provision  of 

ambulance  facilities,  home  nursing,  maternity  and  child 
vrelfare,  immunisation,  and  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  dental  eye  and 
orthopaedic  defects. 

Hospitals.  The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district,  for  all  disease 

apart  from  infectious  disease,  are  provided  by  the  Brecon  War  Memorial 
Hospital.  A certain  number  of  patients  are  also  treated  in  the  large  hospitals 
situated  at  Cardiff  and  Swansea. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  remains  the 
same  as  in  previous  years.  Merthyr  Borough  Council  treat  the  patients  from  -the 
district  suffering  from  infectious  disease  and  these  are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in 
ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr  Borough  Council.  These  arrangements  are  proving 
extremely  satisfactory. 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox,  arrangements  have  been  made  by 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the  Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda.

Sewage  Works. 

Following  a visit  by  Mr.  A.S.R.Mutch,  A.M.I.C.E. , A.M.I.  W.E. , an 
Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  the 
district  in  August  to  obtain  evidence  as  to  whether  the  Council's  various  sewage 
disposal  works  are  giving  satisfactory  service,  Mr.  Rees,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  submitted  a report  with  regard  to  sewage  maintenance  with  recommendations 
for  additional  staff  equipment  and  repairs  to  the  brickwork  of  the  Talybont  sewage 
works.  The  Council  accepted  the  recommendations  in  the  report.  One  additional 
sewage  works  attendant  is  to  be  appointed  and  an  additional  portal  pump  and  Fulvac 
Sludge  Tanker  purchased.  The  repairs  to  the  brickwork  of  the  sewage  works  will  be 
carried  out  early  next  year. 

Public  Cleansing. 

During  the  year  this  service  was  re-organised  and  by  adding  an 
additional  loader  to  the  crew  of  the  Council's  Pakamatic  refuse  vehicle,  and 
extending  the  number  of  days  from  four  to  five,  it  has  been  possible  to  cover  the 
whole  of  the  area  formerly  covered  by  two  vehicles  with  the  one  vehicle. 

All  litter  is  removed  as  frequently  as  is  found  necessary  from  the 
various  County  Council  lay-byes  and  the  cost  incurred  in  connection  therewith  is 
re-imbursed  by  that  authority.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  Steps  taken  to  combat  infestation. 

Any  premises  found  as  a result  of  inspection  or  complaint  to  be  infested  with 
bed  bugs  or  other  vermin  is  treated  with  D.D.T.  preparations  which  have  been  found 
to  be  very  satisfactory.  No  premises  were  found  infested  during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control.  Mr.  D.Hu^ies  was  employed  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  However, 
he  is  not  wholly  employed  on  the  work  of  rodent  destruction.

The  work  of  rodent  destruction  on  farms  in  the  rural  district  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Council.  These  are  classified  as  business  premises  and  a charge  is  made  for 
their  treatment.  Either  a contract  for  12  months  can  be  made  costing  £3,  or 
otherwise  a charge  is  made  for  labour,  travelling  and  materials  used.

Off ices, Shoos  & Railway  Premises  Act. 

As  in  the  case  of  factories,  the  Act  does  not  apply  to  premises  -where  only 
self  employed  persons  work,  nor  where  the  number  of  hours  worked  by  an  employee 
amounts  to  21  hours  a week  or  less.  This  is  to  exclude  the  small  shop  or  office 
vhere  paid  help  is  only  occasional. 

The  survey  of  premises  in  the  Rural  Area  revealed  14  premises  to  be 
registered  in  accordance  with  the  Act  viz. 2 Fuel  Depots,  4 Rail  Premises,  6 
Catering  Establishments,  2 Offices  - Total  14*  These  premises  have  been  registered 
and  are  being  inspected  vdth  the  view  to  them  being  brought  up  to  the  necessary 
standard.

On  the  vfoole  it  can  be  said  that  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  observed 
was  satisfactory.  On  no  occasion  had  it  been  found  necessary  to  serve  a notice 
on  any  person  engaged  in  the  food  trade. 

There  was  no  educational  activity  in  connection  with  food  in  the  district 
during  the  year  but  in  the  normal  course  of  their  duties  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
in  their  discussions  with  persons  engaged  in  the  food  trade,  emphasised  the  importance 
of  the  need  for  the  highest  standard  of  hygienic  principle  in  the  preparation  and 
sale  of  foodstuffs  to  the  public. 


School  Canteens.  Visits  were  made  to  and  inspections  made  of  school  canteens  and 

dining  rooms.  The  attention  of  the  Breconshire  Education  Committee 
was  drawn  to  those  premises  which  did  not  come  up  to  the  required  standard  by  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  with  a request  that  such  improvements  as  were 
necessary  to  be  carried  out.  Two  courses  on  Food  Hygiene  and  Handling  were 
organised  by  the  County  Meals  Organiser  for  the  school  canteen  workers  in  the 
County  at  Coleg  Howel  Harries.  The  Council's  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
assisted  with  the  lectures.
